Tue prescience and sagacity of Lord Malmesbury 
have been more fully appreciated by adverse parties, 
since his resignation of office, than they were before 
Lord John Russell had usurped his place by fictitious 
majorities whose basis was wholesale corruption. 
In the case of the English engineers incarcerated 
by the King of Naples he won a triumph, the more 
remarkable when his diplomacy is contrasted with 
that of his predecessors. In the Charles et Georges 
affair, his caution and prudence prevented a rupture 
with France, while they preserved the honour of 
our ally. The Italian complication, both in the be- 
ginning, middle, and end, is but a fulfilment of his 
auticipations, and the correspondence upon Italian 
affairs will for ever remain a proof of his unparalleled 
political foresight. But, perhaps, the greatest testi- 
mony to Lord Malmesbury’s prescience is to be

found in the despatches relative to the disaster on 
the Peiho. Not a cireumstance has occurred, either 
as respects the eonduct of the Chinese, the hostility 
of the Court, and the measures which should be adop- 
ted to meetthem, which has not been anticipated by 


Lord Malmesbury. 

Notwithstandiug the glowing accounts of Lord El- 
gin’s successes transmitted to England, Lord Malmes- 
bury doubted whether the Chinese were sincere. 
He was, probably, the only man in England who, on 
the Ist of March in this year, thought that any- 
thing remained for us to do but to proceed at once 
to the Peiho, and place our Ambassador as a per- 
manent resident in Pekin. But Lord Malmesbury 
knew the Chinese character well, and consequently 
he feared that much remained yet to be accom- 


plished before the Treaty of Tien-tsin could be said 


to be carried out. Throughout the entire despateh 
is. of warning and caution too 
well justified by the calamity which ensued. 
Directing the Hon. Mr. Bruce to relieve Sir John 
Bowring of his duties as Superintendent of British

the term appointed for the ratification was already 
upon the point of expiration ! 

Anticipating obstructions of even a more hostile 
character, Lord Malmesbury informs the Envoy that 
the Admiral on the station had been directed to send 
up to the Peiho a sufficient naval force, and that it 
was advisable that he should proceed as far as Tien- 
tsin in a British ship of war. Mr. Bruce had too 
much reason to estimate the value of this forethought. 
Week after week news reached him of the enormous 
preparations made by the Chinese, of the rebuilding 
of their forts, of 50,000 men being collected under one 
leader, and 30,000 under another, in the route of the 
Embassy, and, at last, even the powerful squadron 
which was eventually collected was beaten back with 
enormous loss. 

Knowing the pertinacity with which the Chinese 
endeavour to procure some symbol of inferiority or 
submission from foreigners, Lord Malmesbury writes 
—“ You will refuse compliance with any ceremony or 
“form of reception which can in any way be con- 
“ strued into an admission of inferiority, and the best 
“ method of putting a stop to any attempt to impose 
“upon you in this respect will be, to declare that you 
“will withdraw at once, even from the Presence 
“Chamber of the Sovereign, on the slightest appear- 
“ance of a disposition to treat you with disrespect.” 

Here again Mr. Bruce must perform the office of a 
commentator:—“ I was certain,” he says “ that by 
“ prescribing the route I was to follow, by limiting the 
“ number of my attendants, and by bad arrangements 
“during the journey, the Chinese would endeavour to 
“ put mein the degrading position hitherto oceupied by 
“Tforeign Envoys, and recover by this means the pres- 
“ tige they had lost by our successful coup de main 
“last year.” But, in fact, Mr. Brace’s despatches 
are but an amplification of Lord Malmesbury’s anti- 
cipations ; they narrate, as it were, the fulfilment of 
his predictions. 

Yet this is the nobleman against whom every half- 
fledged politician had a sarcasm to utter! This is 
the Statesman whose position Lord John Russell 
seized by factious means, and holds with dishonour 
to his country! Yet this diplomatist, whose terse, 
clear, and pointed sentences stand out in such strong 
contrast, compared with the ambitious platitudes of 
his successor, is driven from the office where all his 
efforts were successful, and none of his warnings was 
in vain, by a resolution framed in faction, and a 
majority created by corruption. 
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The Times on the Chinese Despatches :--- 


The despatches of Mr. Bruce set the whole character 
of the state of things which preceded the late naval 
engagement at the mouth of the Pciho in a strong light, 
and bring out vividly the preliminary attitude of the 
two sides towards each other. On the side of the Chi- 
nese the day was fast approaching which would put 
theirempire on a new basis, and totally alter its relations 
to the rest of the world. The 26th of June was to see 
foreign Ambassadors at Pekin, representing two Courts 
negociating on equal terms with the Celestial Monarch; 
there was to be no “ kotow” or ceremony of vassalage ; 
no one was to reappear in the character of tribute- 
bearer, but Court and Court, Europe and China, were to 
face each other like equals in the simple light of day, 
without any theory or assumption intervening. On that 
26th of June the Treaty of ‘Tien-tsin was to be ratified 
at Pekin which not only laid down this equality 
between the two Courts, but admitted the common herd 
of English within the sacred realms. This was a com- 
plete change from an old stateof thingstoanew. Even 
then, at the last hour, the Chinese Court shrank from 
the rude disclosure. “Tradition, hypothesis, fiction had 
been its very breath; it would still embosom itself in a 
theory and keep out the tide of fact which 


was rushing in, before it was too late. That was 
the moral attitude of China, which our Am- 
hassadors and Commanders saw and had to 


deal with. The old party among the Chinese was 
dominant, headed by the Mongol Prince Sung-ko-lin-sin, 
reputed to be their best general, who, as Commander-in- 
Chiet of the Pechelee province, with a large force at his 
disposal, rebuilt and strengthened the forts at Taku, and 
barred the Peiho with stakes. The treaty of Tien-tsin 
had never been recognised publicly. So from that the 
Pekin Gazette had, one month after the signature of the 
treaty, described “the barbarians as suddenly rushing up 
the river to Tien-tsin and retiring,moved by the com- 
mands of Kweiliang, signified with affectionate earnest- 
ness.” The old line of demarcation between China and 
the rest of the world was thus studiously kept up, just as 
if nothing had been done—the European was stilla bar- 
barian crawling up to the throne of the descendant of the 
Moon, and the whole of China was kept in the dark as to 
what had passed. 

It was not too late then, even within a week or two of 
the dreaded time, to stop the disclosure of the fatal se- 
cret which was to let all the three hunired millions of 
Chinese know that the whole theory of the Celestial 
Empire was a lie, and that there was a real world outside 
of it. Delay upon delay had already been suggested; 
the commissioners had proposed a rediscussion of 
the treaty, on the ground that “it had been signed under 
pressure;’’ and when that proposal was refused, they sug- 
gested “an exchange of ratifications at Shanghai,” and a 
land journey from that place to Pekin, instead of an official 
visit to Pekin in the first instance. “This journey,” says 
Mr. Bruce, “occupies two months, and [leave your lord- 
ship to judge whether, had we adopted thieroute, weshould 
not have abandoned for all practical pugposes one great 
object of the Treaty—viz., free access to the central 
Government.

The Times on the Address of the English Roman 


Catholic Bishops :--4 

The address of the English Reman Catholic Bishops, 
headed by Cardinal Wiseman, is not a terrific or alarm- 
ing document. Religious sects accommodate their tone 
about themselves very much to the audience they add 
Are they addressittg the world at large? They 
themselves off and talk of their unequalled success, 
how they are growing and how they are spreading, 
and how they are converting people on ali sides and 
britiging all the world over to them. Are they 
addressing themselves? Then they find it politic to be 
a little honest. Were the address of the heads of the 
communion to the communion to be a simple unadulte- 
rated puff of the body, the result would be that the otli- 
cial subordinates everywhere would begin to take it 
very easy, upon the idea that, as there was nothing 
more to be done, nobody need work. So the address 
to the communion is all contriteness and hamility, 
almenting its deficiencies and backslidings, dilating on 
its dangers, exposing its weak points, and showing the 
audacious inroads which. the enemy has made. ‘The 
tone now is that every body must put his shoulder to 
the wheel, or it is all up with them. They cannot 
afford to be idle any longer, the state of things is too 
serious. The talk of different sects about themselves 
consists of a mixture of puff, lamentation, boasting, 
tears, loud crowing, insolence, hectoring, and lying, 
intermixed at intervals with pious and judicious groaus 
and moans. 

The Roman Catholics have been giving out now for 
some years that the whole of England was in the course 
of conversion. How could it be otherwise when for 
three years running an Archdeacon and a Countess re- 
tired in graceful combination into the bosom of the 
Roman Church, and when for a dozen years a stream of 
younger clergy had flowed in that direction, which 
would, upon a just estimate of numbers, fill a good-sized 
London drawing-room ? It was quite clear that the 
Anglo-Saxon stiffneckedness was giving way. Now, 
after a dozen years of these full-blown hopes expressed 
to the world at large, we have a Synodical Epistle 
addressed to the communion itself. We look into 
it and we find it says very much the same sort of 
thing that all other addresses of heads of com- 
munions tocommunions of preachers to congregations 
say. They are not getting on nearly so well as they 
should ; there are backslidings, there are fallings away 
and desertions ; the schools of the heretics are carrying 
off many of the younger members of the flock, the parents 
allowing themselves “ to be seduced by the cry of educa- 
tion, considered merely as a means of getting on in the 
world ;” infidelity is making “ havoc” among them-— 
“ greater havoc than what sectarian attempts have ever 
affected.” The Synod acknowledges with gratitude 
the increase of clerical machinery in the communion ; 
the composition of the Synod itself showed this, 
exhibiting “a great increase in the representatives 
of religious orders.” But it seems that no growth of 
religious orders, no compactness of discipline, no ec- 
clesiastical organisation or machinery can prevent the 
latter evil. “ Lectures, tracts, periodical literature, 
shallow science, works of fiction, and a thousand other 
means sedulously infuse the poison of infidelity into 
many unprepared by preservatives, unfarnished with 
antidotes.”” We are far from wishing to extract any 
theological triumph out of such confessions ; we only 
notice them for the sake of observing how much honester 
communions are when they talk to themselves 
than when they talk to the world at large. The 
latter attitude always puts them in the stilts; the 
signal is given for making grand flourishes and drawing 
fine pictures, indulging in glowing prospects, and swell- 
ing the note of self-eulogy; it is all over with sober fact, 
and truth evaporates in a succession of phosphoric 
flashes. But when they have to exhort one another, it 
is necessary to make some admissions. Here is an 
English Romanist communion’s account of itself, which 
does not differ materially from the account which the 
Baptist communion, or the Independent communion, or 
the Wesleyan communion, or the Fstablished Chureh, 
would give. All communions acknowledge that they 
cannot make their members do what they tell them; 
they all lament errors and -backslidings ; they talk 
about the growth of a licentious spirit and the advances 
of infidelity. When convocation meets this is very much 
its strain; the Methodist Conference and the Congrega- 
tionalist Union talk much in the same way. 

The truth is, that when we come to talk over the 
matter among ourselves we learn a lesson of sobriety, 
and find we have no infallible recipe for perfect success. 
All sects are apt to suppose that they are in possession 
of some secret which enables them to deal with error in 
aparticularly masterly way. Other sects may suffer in 
the contest with infidelity, butthey cannot ; they can 
keep all their members together, and put truth forward 
in such a shape as tocaptivate the heart and forestall the 
approach of the enemy. The Roman Catholic infallible re- 
cipe for the protection of truth is compactness of ex- 
ternal organisation. We Protestanis are told that we 
lose our men by our total want of this; that we are a

The Daily News on the Disturbances at Parma :--- 


One of our correspondents in Central Italy informs 
us through the telegraph of an explosion of popular 
feeling at Parma, in which one of the servants of the 
late Government has lost his life. Colonel Anviti, one 
of the most detested men in the Duchy, who in the 
reign of the Regent narrowly escaped a violent death 
at the hands of his countrymen, was suddenly disco- 
vered last Wednesday at Parma, in disguise. We are told 
that he had come thither furtively to conspire, and al- 
though we do not know what evidence there is for the 
assertion, it is quite natural that the presence of such a 
man just now should be connected with changes inimi- 
cal to the liberties of the commonwealth. He appears 
to have taken refuge from the excited crowd in a guard- 
house, the door of which was forced by the people, and 
to have been killed, notwithstanding the efforts made 
to save him, before a force sufficient to protect him 
could be brought to the spot. 

We deeply regret this occurrence. It has been ‘the 
glory of the Italian cause that the people everywhere 
have upheld the authority of the law at a time when 
they were tempted to consider only their own power. 
The glory still belongs to them, for it is not in thé 
power of a handful of men in a single city to change 
the character of a whole nation. But the angry crowd 
at Parma have broken the unity of Italian order and 
legality. The same thing has happened thousand 
of times under the old Governments; but thes 
they subsisted by a title which, whether divinn 
or diplomatic, was altogether independent oe 
their merits. For the credit of the Italians we re-f 
gret that Colonel Anviti was deprived of the shelter of 
the law. Yet, in expressing this feeling, we must not 
be unjust to the Parmesaus.

THE MYSTERIOUS CASE AT STEPNEY. 

The inquisition at Stepney, touching the death of an 
infant alleged to be the illegitimate child of a young 
lady, the daughter of a clergyman in Wales, was re 
sumed to-day. The Rev. J. Bonwell, in cumbent of £ 
Philip’s, Stepney, was examined, and deposed that an 
unmarried female, named Yorath,was confined of a child 
in the schoolroom attached to his church; when at the 
hotel it was found the child would not live and he bap- 
tised it. The death of the child was registered, but not 
its birth. Ayres,an undertaker of Great Cross-street, 
confessed to the surreptitious placing of the child’s body 
in the coffin of a deceased woman, and that there was then 
only one burial service and one certificate of death 
Dr. Godfrey, of Finsbury and Whitechapel, who 
was present at the birth of the child, and sub- 
sequently attended it, described the symptoms pre- 
vious to death. At the close of the evidence, Mr. Boste, 
who watched the case on behalf of Mr. Bonwéll, hoped 
the jury would consider his client had not been guilty 
of any criminal act. . 

The jury found that the child, while in the charge of 
the mother and the Rev. Mr. Bonwell, died of inanition ; 
and lastly, that the conduct of Elizabeth Yorath, Rey. 
James Bonwell, and Ayres, the undertaker, is highly 
censurable. —

“ We entered on the duties of this synod amid the dis- 
tant but harrowing details of war—of war between the 
two Catholic Empires of Europe, of war upon the fair 
plains of Italy, of war sudden, rapid, and destructive of 
many lives. But what specially afflicted us was the in- 
tense pain and grief which we knew affected the heart of 
our holy father and Pontiff, whose peace was menaced, 
whose States were dismembered, and whose rights and 
character were rudely assailed by speech and by pen. 
But the more bright as the more sudden has 
come upon us the announcement of peace, or of 
its precursor an armistice. We have thus been able to 
sing our united Te Deum in thanksgiving to the God 
of peace, as of battles, for so singal and so unexpected a 
blessing. And you have all joined with us on the same 
day through our different dioceses. Yet, while we 
have thus justly rejoiced, our hearts are not entirely 
relieved of their load. We cannot but fear that the 
waters which have been stirred up by such a tempest 
will long continue to heave and fret, and agitate with 
anxiety the tender heart of our supreme pastor. 

The document concludes by entreating the faithful 
to hold fast the doctrines of the Church, and to remain 
her docile children. 

The prayers of the faithful are asked by the pastor 
of each district for his Holiness and for the Italian 
Church under its present trying difficulties,an . a prayer 
is to be added to each mass for the same objects.

JE FRENCH BISHOPS AND THE POPE. 

The mtolerant language of the French bishops in aid- 
dressing their flocks on the subject of the lope’s temporal 
power is animadverted on by the Debuts as not only op- 
posed to the spirit of the Holy Scriptures, but ¢alen- 
lated to injure the cause which those high dignitarics 
desire to defo, ‘The article says ;— : 

“We may say that on one essentin! point we are of 
the same opinion as the French bishops ; like them, we 
think that the independence of the Holy Father is a 
necessary condition of the exercise of his spiritual 
power. It is evident that a French, Austrian, or Pied- 
montese Pope would not be independent. But is 
the temporal power of the Pope the sole guarantee of 
his independence ; and, if so, how can the maintdnance 
of that power be conciliated with the difficulties of the 
present situation? We cannot help regretting the 
tone and spirit which animate these pastoral 
letters, and especially that of the Bishop of Poictiers. 
Chis revergud prelate declares that ‘the Roman Govern- 
ment, {a its chief, its higher dignitaries, and its present 
representatives, is inferior to no contemporary Govern- 
ment, and that in all the degrees of the central, provin- 
cial, and municipal administration it has nothing to 
fear in any quarter from a comparison ot merit with 
merit, position with positien, persons with persons.’ ‘The 
vatural consequences to be deduced from these words is 
that the most enlightened Government of Europe, instead 
of recommending reforms to the Pope, ought to regulate 
their own conduct by his. The Bishop of Poictiers is 
specially bitter against the pamphicts and declarations 
with which the Pontifical Government has been assailed. 
We may, however, be permitted to remind the reverend 
prelate that it is not pamphlets only which have: called 
attention to the Pontifical Government, as defective 
and compromised inthe judgments of its subjects by 
numerous abuses, but that there is, on that point, if we 
may be allowed the expression, a public outcry through 
all Europe, and the word ‘Reform’ inserted in the pre- 
liminaries of Villafranca is addressed not less to the 
Koman States than to the other States of Central Italy. 
For ourselves, it is quite as much in the interest of the 
Roman Government as in the interests of its subjects 
that we desire to see it lend a willing ear to the énlight- 
ened and friendly counsels of Europe, and to consent to 
salutary changes. We sincerely believe that the Bishop 
of Poictiers would more effectually support the Pope's 
temporal power by defending it with greater prudence 
and moderation.

Austrian Irary.—On the 22nd inst., the anniversary 
of the day on which Manin died, there were popular 
demonstrations at Venice and Verona. At Venice a 
kind of funeral procession went round the place of St. 
Mark, and at Verona there was a promenade of the same 
description outside the walls of the fortress. Notwith- 
standing the introduction of drum-head law into the 
districts of Vicenza and Belluno, very many highway 
robberies are cominitted, and, as is said, by deserters 
from Garibaldi’s corps. On the 23d inst. 12 men in 
the uniform of the Sardinian volunteers. attacked some 
travellers in the neighbourhood of Verona, and several 
of the latter were severely wounded. Very many 
Austrian subjects cross the Po from the district of 
Rovigo, and join the Central Italian Corps, which has 
its outposts on the opposite side of the river. ‘There is 
a brigade of Piedmontese Carbiniers stationed at Val- 
leggio, a small town near Villafranca, which gives great 
annoyance to the Austrians. The Piedmontese soldiers 


drill the fugitives from the province of Venetia, and 
when the latter have learned to handle their arms they 
join the above-mentioned Central Italian Corps. ‘There 
is also a depot of firearms st Valleggio, at which any 
Italian whe is inclined to fight for the liberty of his 
country may purchase a very fair rifle for the sum of 
five francs (4s. 2d). There are still about 4,150 Mo- 
denese soldiers in the Austrian territory, as not more 
than a score of the ducal troops have gone over to the 
National Party. The report that Austrian soldiers 
have recently been clothed in Modenese unifortas is so 
very absurd that itis not worth contradiction. The 
Lombards keep up the political agitation in Venice, and 
are to the inhabitants of that city what the Sardinians 
formerly were to the Milanese.—Zetter from Vienna, 


MR. DISRAELI ON BUCKINGHAMSHIRE

tern Hills. Whether you lco' at the broad lands of the 
farmer, or the patches of the cottage labourers, or the 
land which has been more recently brought into 
cultivation, [ say that there is no part of England 
in which, during the last quarter of a century,all that 
relates to farming can be said to have shown greater 
progress—(cheers)—nor can you find in any part 
of England, nor are there better examples set in any 
part of England, thanin Buckingham. When you come 
to this district I say that there is no portion of it of 
which you can be in the least degree ashamed, for it 
vies in competition with any part of the United King- 
dom. (Cheers). We have here the far-famed Creslow 
field, the pride of England, indeed, to say nothing of 
Buckinghamshire, as being perhaps the richest and 
largest piece of pasture in the world.

DROGHEDA BOARD OF GUARDIANS—THE 
CHARGES AGAINST THE OFFICERS. 

TROGHREDA, Tuvrspar, Ocr. 6.—A meeting of the 
above board was held to-day, Patrick Boylan, Esq,, 
chairman. The other guardians present were-—George 
Harpur, J.P., John Chadwick, J.P., Nicholas Markey, 
Owen Markey, John King, John Moore, and P. Corri- 
gan, Esqrs.

“Sir—-The Commissioners for Administering the 
Laws for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland have had be- 
fore them minutes of proceedings of the Board of Guar- 
diansof Drogheda Union, on the 29th ult., from which 
they perceive that inquiry into a complaint preferred 
afuinst the matron óf the workhouse by the cook, and 
a complaint preferred by the matron against the porter, 
was deferred by the Guardians to afuture day not 
named, and the imissioners request to be furnished 
with full particulars of the charges in question-—By 
ofder of the Commissioners.

The Clerk, in answer to Mr. we said that the 
Commissioners were made acquainted with the charges 
through the minutes of last week ; that Mr. Otway 
was here on Saturday, and expressed his regret that any 
disturbances should occur amongst the officers.

PARLIAMENTARY REVISION. 
The Revising Barristers sat together yesterday to hear 
arguments in the case of clergymen occupying a chapel- 
house attache] to John-street. 
The case has been argued on several occasions, and 
the claim of those gentlemen to have their names en- 
rolled was allowed by Mr. Shaw at the last revision. 
The question has now been again raised by the Conser- 
vative agents. 
The facts of the case as proved in evidence are briefly 
these:—Four clergymen are returned in the rate-book 
for the house 15, John-street, at a total rating of £30. 
Two of them were lessees (together with another who 
did not occupy) of the premises in question, under a 
lease made in 1856; and two other clergymen who re- 
sided in the same house. The claim of the two lessees 
was resisted on the ground that the four residents in 
the house occupied jointly, the rent being paid out of a 
common fund to which each contributed; and that the 
rating was not sufficient to qualify them all. Messrs. 
White and Martin were heard in support of the ob- 
jection, and cited several authorities—-viz., the Westland- 
row case, decided in 1855 ; another case decided by Mr. 
Shaw, and upheld an appeal in 1856 in which it was 
held that all the parties in occupation should be rated ; 
and, also, the case of Rogers and another, recently de- 
cided in England, where the lessee having admitted 
that he had entered into partnership with his three sons, 
it was held that they were joint tenants. 
Mr. Keogh, on the part of the claimants, con- 
tended that the three lessees having a legal estate 
vested in them, the other occupants of the 
honse must be considered as their lodgers. He cited the 
case of Lockett v. Bright, in which it appeared that a 
house in London had been leased to Mr. Bright, Mr. 
Cobden, and four other members of the Anti-Corn-Law 
League, and it was held that they were entitled to be 
registered, although they were only the trustees fur a 
great many other members.

casion, when this case was before his lordship, he had 
stated the objectivns on which Mr. Benson 
as to the withholding of the certificate, 
he had then fully stated the grounds of the opposi- 

tion. It appeared from the face of the original schedule 

that there was a deficiency of £26,000 in the estate, and 

upon the application of his client a speeial balance sheet 

was directed to be furnished, giving an account of all 

the cash transactions for six months prior to the deela- 

ration of bankruptcy. He relied now, as on the former 

occasion, on.the miatters Bet forth in the schedule, and on 

the several items in the special balance sheet, some of 
which were quite unintelligible to him, and which, taken 

as a whole, could not by any means be construed into 

a full, true, and correct account of the bankrupts’ affairs; 
he also relied upon the very important fact that the 

bankrupts did not keep proper books of account, and 

which books, during the arrangement matter, had been 

pronounced by the assignee as not to have been such as 

the Messrs. Scott should have kept; and, thirdly, he relied 

upon the individual ground of the transactions between the 

bankrupts and Mr. Benson. Mr. Dowse then referred to 

the cases of the three ships, the Lockwood, the Blanche, 

and the Maria, respecting the disposal of the cargoes, of 
which a long controversy took place un the last day of 

hearing (7th September), and in relation to 
which the court ordered that an explanatory 

affidavit should be filed by the bankrupt, Philip 

Scott, which might be answered by Mr. Benson if 
he thought proper. Mr. Philip Scott had filed the affi- 
davit in question, and Mr. Benson had replied to it; and 
he (Mr. Dowse) could not help saying that Mr. Scott’s 
affidavit, instead of clearing away the difficulties which 

beset his case, served only to aggravate them. 

Mr. Dowse was here interrupted by Mr. Rogers, who 
applied on the part of the Provincial Bank, a creditor of 
the estate to thé extent of £17,000, to have certain rents 
due the bankrupt paid to the assignee on account of the 
bank, which had a just charge upon the property. He said 
that if this application were granted it would save the 
necessity of a motion to have a receiver appointed. 

His Lordship granted the application. 

Mr. Dowse then resumed his statement by referring to 
the cases of the Juraand Theodore, two ships belonging 
to the bankrupts, and which it was agreed to consider 
as types of the two classes of their vessels to which objec- 
tions had been raised. 

Serjeant Fitzgibbon objected to Mr. Dowse’s entering 

into this part of the case, since the final examination of 
the bankrupts had been passed, which Was the proper 
time to rely upon these objections, if the Opposing credi- 
tors wished to press them. . 
His Lordship ruled that Mr. Dowse had a right to 
question the fulness of the affidavit which had been 
filed by, the bankrupt, for hisaim was first to show the ob- 
jections to the general proceedings of the bankrupts, and 
secondly to their individual transactions withMr. Benson. 
So far, however, as the general charges were stated on 
the last day, he had said that he did not think it would 
be his duty further to consider them ; for although it 
might be shown that there were many inacturdcies in 
the special balance-sheet, still he did not think that 
any moral misconduct could be shown in regard to it 
which would disentitle the bankrupt to a certificate. 
He would, however, say now, as he had said before, that 
unless the conduct of the bankrupts towards Mr. Ben- 
son was explained, there was abundant reason in that 
to satisfy him that the court should not grant a certifi- 
cate without accompanying it with very severe comments 
upon the bankrupts’ conduct. It remained, however, for 
Serjeant Fitzgibbon to make the required explana- 
tions. 

Serjeant Fitzgibbon said he was fully prepared to give 
them. 

Mr. Dowse then entered minutely into the cases 
of the aforesaid ships Jura and Theodore. Inthe spe- 
cial balance-sheet there was an item among the payments 
for the Jura of £1,924 13s. 7d., from which it would ap- 
pear that the estdte was so múch a loser by that 
amount; but then he saw, in another place, a draft 
from Messrs. D. and C. M‘Iver for that amount, so that 
in that case the estate would seem to have neither lost 
nor gained by the transaction. As to the Theodore, the 
objection was that the special balance-sheet did not 
account for a large portion of the cargo. Mr. Dowse 
then referred to the several letters which passed between 
the bankrupts and Mr. Chapman, agent of Mr. Benson, 
and contended that these communications, on the faith 
of which Mr. Chapman had given the several bills of 
lading, had misrepresented the stute of the bankrupts’ 
affairs, who were certainly insolvent at the time they 
said they had ample means to meet their engagements. 
For these reasons; he submitted that the court should 
put a stay tpon the certificate,and, when granting it, 
mark its disapproval of the coriduct of the banktupts in 
such manner as it should think fit. 


Serjeant Fitzgibbon then entered at considerable 
length into an explanation of the several items which 
had been objected to on the part of the opposing credi- 
tor, and referred, as an illustration of the unsoundness of 
the objections raised, to the case of the Theodofe, the value 
of the cargo of which, when it reached the hands of 
Messrs. Scott, was about £4,000. Now, it was said by 
Mr. Benson in his affidavit that, although that sum wus 
received for the cargo, only £750 was accounted for, 
leaving a sum of £3,250 unaccounted for. If this ob- 
jection had been raised at the time of the final ex- 
amination, it might not have been a matter of sur- 
prise, but it was absurd to raise it now, and 
had it been raised then every satisfaction could have 
been afforded respecting it. The fact was, that the 
cargo in question was an assorted one, containing va- 
rious kinds of timber: much of it consisted of ship- 
building timber, which the importer should take into 
his stores and sell by retail, because the demand for it 
was only in small quantities, and it was not fit for 
public sale. The portion of the cargo, however, which 
was exposed for public sale brought the £750 alluded 
to. Another portion was sold on credit, and bills 
taken for the amóunt, and for every one of those bills 
a satisfactory account had been rendered to the official 
assigaee, as he himself had testified. The timber 
which was to be used for shipbuilding p was 
taken into the Messrs. Scott’s store, where t had a 
large stock of timber at the time, as appeared 
from the fact that it realised at the sale £5,636; 
and this part of the cargo brought a portion of that 
amountin which it is included, and fur which also a satis- 
ory account had been given to the assignee. 
Serjeant Fitzgibbon then replied to the charge of dis- 
honest trading which had been made against the bank- 
rupts,in reference to their dealings with Mr. Benson, and 
contended that the deficieacy of £10,000 admitted by the 
Messrs. Scott, immediately before their bankruptcy, 
amounted to only about two shillings in the pound upon 
their debts, which were £120,000, and that had sus- 
tained a loss of not less than cr ghne mm of three

Robert Atkinson Pellatt, recalled, said the pro- 
perty comprised in the deed produced is the remainder 
of that surrendered on the 13th of April, 1855, to the 
bankrupt. sr 

Mr. Thomas James Nelson, solicitor to the assignees, 
said---After the bankrupt left this country in July, 1858, 
Mr. Fay corisulted mie relative to the deeds produced. 
With regard to Nos. 11 and 12, Highbury-grove Villas, 
they are comprised in one lease for 98 years, from the 
29th of September, 1845, at a ground rent of £20 l4s. 
for the two houses, The date of the lease is the 16th 
of March, 1846. The two under-leases granted to 
Catherine Jones are each for one year shorter than the 
original term, so that all that Mr. Fagg would get for 
his money would be one year’s reversion from 1942 to 
1943. The last deed, in point of date, is one of July, 
1849, in which Harriett Fencott assigned all the lease- 
hold" interest to Elizabeth Thomas, and it recites the 
leases of 11, 12, 13, and 14, Highbury-greve Villas, but 
I have, since the last examination, found the deed of 
assignment from Elizabeth Thomas to the bankrupt, 
but it was not with those deposited with Mr. Fagg.

Retxous Hovuses.—The owners of a number of houses 
situate in Mulligan’s-court and Off-lane were surrtmoned 
at the instance of Mr. Neville, city engineer, for 
having their houses in a ruinous and dangerous condi- 
tion. Mr. Neville, having been sworn, stated that he 
inspected the several houses, and found the roots of 
them in a most dangerous condition, the ends of the 
rafters being quite rotten, and some of them merely 
supported by small slips of wood which had been nailed 
to them for the purpose of keeping them up when they 
had fallen in. He believed that if there was a heavy fall 
of snow, the weight of it lying upon many of the roofs, 
the condition of which he complained, would cause 
them to fall, and, perhaps, occasion loss of life, as the 
rooms in each of the houses were all occupied. 

The presiding Magistrate (Mr. Magee ), on the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Neville, gave the parties a fortnight to have 
the houses repaired, and in some instances a month, where 
it wats svforn the owrers were receiving tenders from 
builders to have them repaired. Custs to the amount of 
eight shillings were imposed in each case. 

Non-Payment oF Rates.—No less than 96 persons 
were summoned at the instance of the Collector-General 
for not paying their rates inthe C and Rotunda 
divisions. A number of tax-collectors proved the cases, 
and decrees for the payment were granted. 

Burctary—Richard Murphy and Mary Farrelly, 
were brought up in custody of Acting-Inspectors 
5 and 6 G, charged with burgiariously en- 
tering the house of Mr. Farrell, of Ormond-quay, and 
stealing therefrom a quantity of wearing apparel, which 
was subsequently found in the house of the female pri- 
soner.
